The Mar- 
quis d’ Avarai, who commanded the French Troops 
in this Kingdom, and who is to ferve in Spain, is 
gone oa board the fame Galleys for Provence, in or- 
der to go to the Court of France before he goes to 
his Command in Spain. Laft Night the Squadron of 
Galleys of Sicily pur to Sea with the new Viceroy 
the Marquis de Bedmar, who was accompanied by 
the Duke d’ Efcalona our Viceroy in a Gondola a 
pretty way out of our Port, where they took Leave 
of each other, the Cannon of the Galleys and of our 
Caftles fiting. It has been reported, that when the 
Cardinal del Giudici had furrendred the Viceroy fhip 
of Sicily to the Marquis de Bedmar, he would re- 
turn hither ; but at prefent we learn, that his Emi- 
nency has refolv’d to refide at the Seat of his Arch- 
bithoprick .of Monreal, The Equeftrign Statue of 
King Philip V. is plac’d upon its Pedeftal in the 
Square of Jefus, where ic will be kept cover’d rill all 
is ready for the tolemn Cavalcade which the Viceroy 
has order’d the Nobility of the Courr to prepare to 
make at the uncovering of it. The Duke de Popoli 
who principally advis'd the fetting up of this Statue, 
has taken a Model of it tocarry to Spain with him ; 
ceGgning co'prefent it to the King; with feveral Me- 
dais in Gold. and Silver which he intends to give a- 
way among the Lords and Ladies of the Court of 
Madrid. Laft Week theRegiment of Vico, and the 
fecond Regiment form’d of Soldiers drawn out of the 
Bartallion of this Kingdom, fail’d from hence in fe- 
veral Tartans for the Milaneze, 3 other Regiments 
are ready to be fent thither, and a great Sum of 
Money will thortly be remicted to the fame Country, 
The 12th Inftant 2 more Troops of Horfe were or- 
der'd to march to the Abruzzo, to reinforce the 
Troops that are there, to fecure our Coaft on the A- 
driatick Sea. 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated Auguft 21. 
Naples, July 21. The Marquis de Bedmar, who 
went from hence laft Week with five Galleys of the 
Squadron of Sicily, is gone directly to Palermo, there 
to take the ufual Oath and enter upon the Exercife 
of his Viceroythip ; which done he will reimbark in 
the Capirana Galley for Meffina, intending to pafs 
the reft of the Snmmer there, and to {pend the Win- 
ter at Palermo. The laft Courier that came from 
Milan, was fent back with Remittances to the value 
of 25000 Crowns, and a more confiderable Sum 
will {peedily be remicted thither. The Departure of 
3 Regiments remaining of the 8 that were form’d of 
the Soldiers drawn out of the Batrallion of this King- 
dom, is fufpended rill further Order. Six Corfairs 
of Barbary that are cruifing off Cape St. Mary, and 
have taken feveral Prizes, have within a few Days 
been reinforc’d by 2 others and a Polack ; they have 
with them befides 2 Galiots and fome arm’d Shallops.

Bur the French and cheir Creacuses 
are not a little pleas'd thar the young Genilemen 
Voluntiers ace carried to Spain, looking wpon 
as Hoftages and Sureties for the good Seraviour of 
their Relations,
